The result will] surprise a good 
many {friends of temperance who will 
deeply regret the outcome of the contest, 
There certainly was no sentiment in 
Massachusetts favorable to constitutional 
prohibition.

Hpriogtield, Holy oke, eave very large 
majorities against the amendment. Bos­ 
ton gave some 20,000 against it. 
There ere come features of the contest 
in Messaohusetta over the prohibitory 
amendment that are interesting and 
worth) of serious consideration. 
The 
Gazette published the other dsy a state­ 
ment of the condition of the sentiment 
in that state among the clergy. It was 
ehown by the article then published that 
very many of the leading clergymen 
of

this objection is based was that they did 
not believe prohibition was the best way 
to deal with the liquor traffic 
The ex­ 
periences of other states led them to ar­ 
rive at this conclusion.

They are of the opinion 
that high license, with stricter regula_ 
lions regarding the sale and the issuing 
of license, will do more good work for 
the cause of temperance than prohibi­ 
tion wbeie there is cot public sentiment 
sufficient to enforce it.

ARBOR D A Y. 
The Gazette publishes to-day Gover­ 
nor Hoard’s pre clamation appointing 
Tuesday, April 30, a day to be observed 
as arbor day, and that the day shall be 
devoted to the imparting of knowledge 
of arboriculture in the adornment cf 
schools and pnblio grounds. The day 
is also designate I as a holiday in all 
schools end colleges for the purpose of 
promoting the objects of the lecent law 
on the subject, enacted by tho late legis­ 
lature. 
The term arboriculture is compaia- 
tively new in the language of agricul­ 
ture. It is now employed to designate 
the modes of cultivating and perfecting 
trees, shrubs, and vices for fruit bear­ 
ing ornament, hedges, shelter, and soon. 
The result has been wonderfully success­ 
ful wherever arboriculture has been en­ 
gaged . This pis especially so in the 
new states. 
Tbeie are thousands [of 
acres cf tree land in Nebraska, and Kan­ 
sas (bat wcr planted a few years ago by 
settlers. Michigan is paying consider­ 
a t e attt ntion to aiboricultnre with most 
encouraging results. 
Wisconsin has 
bien backward in this branch of indus­ 
try. 
Tree culture has been reduced to a 
icience by the experiments,observations, 
and investigations that I eve been going 
on in this country. 
What is needed at pieced is a more 
intelligent understanding in regard to 
tie kind cf trees, shrubs, sud so en, to 
plsLt, what is the meet sevicable as 
si oiler, cr ornament, cr more likely to 
withstand the ravages of insects or the 
tarying temperature of the climate.

A C urious S uperstition Concerning 
G erm an Roj-al Fam ily. 
, From the “Life of Emperor William!** 
One morning of the winter of 1865, in 
the Adjutant’s chamber of tho royal pal* 
ace, the royal treasurer, Mr. Geisling, 
entered, carrying a long, doubly sealed 
package. 
The address on the package, 
written by King Frederic William IV., 
was in effect: 
“I have opened this pack* 
age in the presence of my sister Louise 
of the Netherlands, have taken cogniz­ 
ance of its contents, and then sealed it 
again with my seal, thereupon restoring 
it for safe keeping 
to 
the 
Prince 
Wittgenstein.” A 
few 
days 
after­ 
ward 
there 
was 
found 
acci­ 
dentally in the manuscript collection 
of the Berlin Royal Library, in an old 
folio volume, entitled “Alchemy of tho 
Old Electors and Various Other ‘Super 
stitiosa,” ’ a notice that King Frederic II., 
at the commencement of his reign, had, 
among various other things, also found a 
little box containing a ring with a black 
stone and a slip of paper by King Fred­ 
eric I., on which was written about the 
following: 
“This ring has been given to 
me by my father, of blessed memory, 
upon his death bed, with the remark that 
so long as this ring shall be preserved in 
the house of Brandenburg this would 
Qotonly grow but increase and thrive 
visibly.” Another notice, referring ap­ 
parently to the same ring, said: 
“ It is 
said that a princely person has brought in 
a large toad and set it upon the Princess, 
who was at that moment ir child’s labor; 
this toad vomited forth a golden ring, 
mounted with one diamond and two ru­ 
bies. 
This ring is still at present trails 
mined to the lirst born of the house to 
the memory and intended good fortune 
and preservation of the owner. ” 
Rumor has connected this ring with one 
said to have been drawn from the dying 
King Frederic William II.’s finger by the 
Countess Lichtcnau. 
This says that luck 
left the Hohenzollcrns in 1806, when the 
Countess possessed herself of the ring; 
she was treated harshly and unjustly by 
Frederic William III., and when finally 
She returned it in 1813 for a ‘life pension, 
luck accompanied it. When she took the 
ring from the dying King’s finger he ex 
claimed, feebly: “Her den ring” (return 
the ring); it was overheard by other per­ 
sons, and the Wiley Countess said the 
King had expressed a desire for herring. 
The late Emperor William was thor­ 
oughly free from mysticism, yet, from 
his manner of talking on this subject, ho 
appeared as if he placed implicit faith 
In the power of the ring credited to it.by 
the accompanying notices and remarks 
by his ancestor.

WHAT THE GERMANS EAT. 


The following item regarding a very 
important industry, is worth reading: 
“Abeet-eugar factory in Watsonville, 
Galwas in operation 61 days last year, 
consuming 14,067 tons of beats and pro­ 
ducing 1,610 tons of sugar. 
It paid an 
average price of 65.04 per ton for beets; 
the cost of manufacturing the 1,640 tons 
of sugar was 8148,247, and the sale of 
the prcdnet brought 8172 817, making a 
net profit of 824.570, or 5 per cent on the 
capitol invested. The factory, during its 
operation, gave employment to 135 men. 
Its capacity has since been doubled. 
The farmers who sold the beets are re­ 
ported to have cleared from 640 to 845 
an acre for their crop.”

steamship Missouri, with 365 of the people 
from the wrecked steamer Danmark, ar- 
ived at the American Line steamship 
company’s dock at 6 o’clock Monday even­ 
ing. 
All of the Danmark’s passengers 
look hearty and bright, and show no signs 
of tho hardships which they must necessa­ 
rily have endured. 
Among 
those on 
board 
from 
the Danmark’s company 
were Purser Hempel, Ship’s Physician 
Jesper..en, 
Cook 
Albert 
Johnson, 
Stewardess Mrs. Neilson, Baker John Lun- 
christ, Butcher Peter Benson, Emigrant 
Stewardess Mrs. Christianson, and Waiter 
William De Wait, eight in all. 
General 
Passenger Agent John Bath of the Thing- 
valla line came from New York to make 
provisions for the comfort of the people 
for tho unfortunate Danmark. 
He said 
that all would be forwarded to their des­ 
tination from this city if satisfactory ar­ 
rangements could be made. 
Nearly all 
the emigrants are bound for points in tile 
West. 
C apt. M urrU l’s Story. 
Caph Hamilton Murrill, commander of 
he Missouri, made the following state­ 
ment: 
“ We left London with a general cargo 
for our first trip to Philadelphia on March 
28. 
We had a fair passage up to 1:20 p. 
rn. of April 5, when we sighted the steam­ 
ship Danmark flying a signal of distress. 
The wind at the time was blowing strong 
from the west. 
We boro down on the 
steamer and found her disabled. 
Her 
commander 
reported 
that 
tho 
tail 
end of his shaft was broken and he wished 
me to take his passengers to New York. 
Owing to tho state of the weather and be­ 
cause of tho fact that I was not prepared 
to accommodate such a number of people I 
declined to accede to his request, but 
ottered instead to tow his vessel to the 
nearest port. 
This offer Capt. KHudson 
accepted, and at 2:30 p. rn., or two hours 
after we first sighted tho Danmark, we 
placed a tow rope on board that vessel and 
proceeded slowly, turning to the sea and 
wind, and heading northwest for 
St. 
Johns, N. F., which was considered the 
best port to make under the circumstances. 
Tho wind blew with tremendous force all 
night aud progress was most difficult. 
On 
April 6, at 5.30 a. rn., finding that I could 
make no headway in a westerly direction, 
and seeing ice to windward, I decided 
to abandon my hope of reaching St. 
Johns, and determined to make for St. 
Michaels, one of the Azores islands. I 
signaled my determination to tho captain 
of the Danmark and he agreed that this 
was the best course » to pursue, and one 
hour later we squared 
away for St. 
Michaels. 
At 7 p. rn. the Danmark sinaled 
to us: 
‘We are leaking 
considerably, 
there is now three feet of* water in the 
aft-hold, and is gaining rapidly.* 
I asked 
what I should do and tho signal came: 
‘Keep on towing. ’ 
T he Danmark Sinking. | 
“ At 9:20 a. rn. the Danmark again sig­ 
naled us. 
This time the signal rood: ‘Tho 
Danmark is sinking; we must abandon the 
ship. 
Will you take 
our passengers?’ 
Without a moment’s hesitation I signaled: 
‘Yes, I will take all on board and do tho 
best I can. ’ 
I then cut tho tow lino and 
we dropped down to the Danmark. 
Chief 
Officer Glen of that vessel came on board 
the Missouri and informed me of tho con­ 
dition of his ship. 
He said that although 
the weather at the timo^was fine Capt. 
Knudsen had [decided that for the best in­ 
terests of those on his ship it would be bet 
ter to abandon her and get all the poople 
on board tho Missouri while there was 
plenty of time. 
At 9:30 a. rn. we launched 
our two life-boats, in charge on the socond 
and third officers, and these two boats pro­ 
ceeded to the Danmark. 
In the meantime 
seven of the sinking steamer's boats were 
manned by tho crew of that steamer and 
tho work of transferring the passengers 
began. 
“ A heavy swell was running during all 
of this terrible day, making the work of 
removing the people from the sinking ship 
one of great difficulty, and it was only by 
the hardest kind of work that we were 
able to avoid accidents both to the people 
and to tho boats. 
Tho women and chil­ 
dren were removed first, and after them 
the male passengers and crew. 
Tho offi­ 
cers of the Danmark remained on board tho

and I sent word to Capt. Knudsen and his 
faithful officers to leave the ship and corno 
on board the Missouri, and after getting 
some provisions from the Danmark, which 
had now settled very perceptibly in the 
water, that vessel was finally abandoned, 
Capt. Knudsen being tho last to leave his 
ship. 
T he M issouri O vercrow ded. 
* ‘I then counted heads and found that we 
had on board, in addition to our own crew 
of forty-flvo men and four passengers, 669 
cabin and steerage passengers and sixty- 
nine of the officers and crow of tho ill-fated 
steamer. 
Our last view of the Danmark 
showed that vessel to be rapidly going 
down, her stern being almost level with tho 
sea, and the water was breaking over her. 
We threw overboard most of our deck 
cargo, consisting principally of baled rags, 
in order to make room for the accommoda­ 
tion of tho largo addition to our passenger 
list- 
“On looking over our provisions we 
found, after a careful estimate of tho num­ 
ber of mouths we had to feed, we had only 
enough food on board to last three days, 
and I decided to make all possible haste to 
reach tho port of St. Michaels, which was 
720 miles away. 
“ We had started for St. Michaels with 
all on board at 5 p. rn. of the 6th. 
The 
weather was very threatening at the time, 
and the wind increased In violence as the 
night wore on. 
The gale kept increasing 
in fury and thero was a tremendous sea 
rbnning, which continually broke over tile 
vessel,tend taken altogether things looked 
dubious. 
It must be remembered that we 
were very short of provisions, aud this 
storm, at the very outset of our journey 
toward St. Michaels, made us fearful of 
reaching that port safely. 
“ By daylight of April 8, however, the 
gale had materially decreased and we 
were able to make fair progress. 
The 9th 
went by without incident and at 9:30 a. rn. 
of April IO we arrived at St. Michaels. On 
April ll at I! a. rn. we landed 370 of the 
passengers and crew of the Danmark, in 
eluding Capt. Knudsen, at St. Michaels.

P urcell, I. T., April 23.—Oklahoma 
is filled with anxious people to day. 
Many 
are despondent, 
some 
are 
indifferent, 
while others who have no money and could 
not return to their former homes if they 
wanted to are already growing desperate 
and say they will have to light or starve. 
They have risked everything they possessed 
on earth for a chanco to get a home in 
Oklahoma, a n i will get some land if it is 
not more than'six feet with a little mound 
on top. 
Tho history of Monday will for­ 
ever Ihj memorable in frontier annals and 
will leave behind a heritage of litigation 
which will not only tie fruitful to lund- 
sharks and claim attorneys but bo destruc­ 
tive to the claims of i>oor and honest 
Bottlers. 
Tho gates of Oklahoma, the beautiful 
land of tho Chickasaws, were thrown open 
at noon Monday and restless torrents of 
humanity began to pour over its soil. 
The hunting ground of the Indian is now 
the home of tho whito settler. 
Tho wilder­ 
ness has iii a day become a populated 
Territory. 
Every acre of land from the 
Canadian to the Cherokee strip has a 
claimant. 
Every quarter section has its 
squatter. 
Around tho borders and rail­ 
road stations whole colonies are tamped on 
single quarter sections. 
TI ie laud-office at Guthrie is besieged by 
an army of eager, im patient mea who 
ure fighting and struggling fur a chance to 
tile tho records of their claims. 
Down in 
Oklahoma City rival town-sito companies 
are preparing to enforce their respective 
claims with Winchester and six-shooters, 
and in consequence n large additional 
force of deputy marshals has been dis­ 
patched hero to help preserve order. From 
the banks of tho Canadian come vague and 
indefinite reports of bloody encounters be­ 
tween old mid now boomers, but owing to 
tho lack of t legraph service tho reports 
cannot fie confirmed. Every tiling is iacon- 
fusioii and turmoil. 
Entering; Hie Land of I’roinlne. 
Tho scramble for the land bogan prompt­ 
ly at 
12 o’clock and for an hour crowd 
upon crowd pourod into oklahom a over 
all four borders. 
From tho Cherokee strip 
went the great licet of prairie schooners 
across tho Canadian; from the Chickasaw 
nation went troop after troop of sturdy 
pornos, each ono carrying a boomer. From 
the Arapahoe and Cheyenne reservations 
on tho west went a yelling mob of wild 
horsemen who fired volley after volley to 
celebrate their final victory. 
The Kiowa 
on tho southwest and tho Cherokee and 
Creek nations on the east also furnished 
their contingent of boomers. 
At tho starting signal they moved all 
together, as if compelled by a common 
force. 
The big draft horses, 
lashed by 
merciless drivers, sprang ahead, and tho 
lumbering wagons rolled over tho green 
turf at a speed that would have done credit 
to roadsters. 
Guns were diseharged at 
lirst at irregular intervals an I then in vol 
leys that sent the horses prancing ahead 
fastor than before. 
There was no haltin 
] no hesitation, the wagons continuing on 
over the level green plain until they were 
about half way across tho northern tier of 
laims, 
and then upward of IOO of them 
were brought to a standstill. 
Tho others 
rolled on to tho lower tiers. 
Men, women, 
ami children poured from tho stationary 
schooners and in an incredibly short space 
of time tho foundations for the pioneer 
homes of Oklahoma had been laid by will­ 
ing hands. 
Every farm had more than ono claim ­ 
ant. 
Some had two and three and others 
us many ns ten, and they are all Toady to 
swear that they crossed tho border first 
and that theirs were tho first improve­ 
ments. 
So it is all over the Territory and 
especially on the sections adjoining G uth­ 
rie and Oklahoma City. 
Tho land offices 
will have many difficulties to decide be­ 
fore the week is over. 
A great change has come over this town. 
Sunday it was a metropolis. 
To-day it is 
a hamlet in point of population. 
Tho 
metamorphosis was effected at 12 o’clock 
Monday, 
when several 
thousand men, 
women, and children eros-ed the Canadian 
river and entered upon a wild struggle for 
homes in tho promised land. 
Tho scones connected with tho hegira 
will never be effaced from the memory of 
those who witnessed 
them. 
Daybreak 
found scores of men in tho saddle, and 
within an hour the town was as lively as it 
has been since the boom began. 
A steady 
stream of wagons poured from the broken 
country west and north to tho main ford, 
and when this became blocked hundreds of 
them turned to tho right facing the river 
at every point where fording seemed at all 
practicable. 
A t least fifty wagons halted 
where the river was known to be impassa­ 
ble, and their owners only sought a safer 
spot when Lieut. Sam. 
Adair of Hie Fifth 
cavalry flatly told them he would prevent 
them from attem pting to cross there. 
Lieut. Adair, with ajsmal Imbody of troop­ 
ers, came on the scene at 8 o’clock and 
patrolled the right river bank until noon. 
Another guard was stationed at the Santa 
Fo bridge, and still another detachm ent 
crossed to tho Oklahoma side and began 
beating tho brush for hidden boomers, four 
of whom were captured. 
Sardine-Packed Trains. 
A t tho Santa Fe depot hundreds had 
gathered hours before the time for tho de 
parture of the first train to the north. 
There was more baggage piled on the plat­ 
form than would bo seen in any union de­ 
pot in the country. 
On a side-track fully 
fifty cars were loaded or being loaded with 
household goods and merchandise destined 
for Oklahoma City or Guthrie. 
"When the first train of eight coaches 
rolled into the station from the south every 
boomer who had planned to invade O kla­ 
homa by railroad was on hand. 
A howl of 
rage went up as the train sped on with 
trainmen on every platform to prevent 
any one from getting aboard. 
This train 
ran a little lielow town and halted until the 
hour sot for its departure into the Terri­ 
tory. 
Soon afterw ard a special train of 
twelve coaches appeared, and inside of five 
minutes it was crowded wdth over 1,000 
people. 
It ran down tho switch 
and 
stopped until 11:40. 
The overflow was so 
great that another train of equal size was 
brought up, and this also was crowded to 
the platform in an incredibly short time. 
Tho two so cials were finally joined to­ 
gether behind a double-header and thus 
equiplied the train waited for the word. 
At i i o’clock fully 200 horses were bo­ 
ing rubl>o I down and saddled and bridled 
and every man in sight was engaged in the 
work. 
From tho preparations a stranger 
of sporting proclivities would unhositat- 
idgly have declared that a horse-race was 
on the tapis, and so there was—the strang­ 
est lace ever run in the United States, a 


race for homes of IOO acres of Ohlahoma 
land. 
¥116 owners of tho horses had, overy man 
of them, staked out a claim within ten 
miles of Purcell, and the idea of each was 
to reach it as soon after midday as possi­ 
ble. 
To accomplish this each had secured 
a fleet hors - and cared for it religiously in 
anticipation of this trying hour. 
Finally the boomers mounted and rode 
to a point half a mile south of town, where 
arride stretch of sand, with not more than 
an eighth of a mile of water, formed the 
only barrier to Oklahoma. 
Hero they 
formed a line and patiently patted for 
the welcome signal to break for the prom ­ 
ised land. 
At the main ford a mile below other 
horsemen had gathered in advance of the 
long line of wagons, which ranged up tho 
river iu one line and to the top of the 
bluff in another. 
To tho northeast, hidden 
from view by a clump of timber, many 
wagons, whose owners were too timid to 
trust the river, were stationed in readiness 
to cross the railroad bridge as s on as the 
troops should say “ go.” 
Lieut. Adair with his troops forded the 
stream at l l o’clock, and the men were 
stationed at intervals 
on the 
further 
bank so they could guard overy known 
t fording place. 
Previous to crossing the 
Lieutenant had announced that at norm. 


the signal for the rush to begin. 
TL« Grand B osh B esit • 
As the supreme moment drew near the 
excitement increased. 
Every parson who 
had not arranged to cross had secured an 
advantageous position on a housetop or 
the great bluff north of the town and was 
feverishly awaiting the rush. 
Not a few 
field-glasses were brought into requisition. 
Oklahoma is visible for miles from any 
elevation in Purcell aud seems a succes­ 
sion of beautiful valleys, with well tim ­ 
bered ridges between. 
Your correspond­ 
ent, glass in hand, stood IOO feet above 
tho river and.had an uninterrupted view 
of the panorama. 
At 11:40 o’clock the conductor of the 
long special train on the siding gave the 
signal. 
The engines whistled shrilly and 
the special began its trip Oklahomaward. 
It seemed as if every man on the train 
shouted when the train moved, and a mo­ 
ment later the sound of pistol-shots told 
only too plainly that tho Texans were fir­ 
ing their salute. Gathering speed the train 
foon came opposite the ford, and then a 
furious fusilade broke out. 
It was contin­ 
ued until the train dashed around the bend 
preparatory to crossing the bridge. 
The succeeding twenty minutes were tho 
longest of the day to those on the banks of 
tho river. 
Lieut. 
Adair could be seen 
calmly sitting on his horse in midstream, 
watch in hand, aud all eyes were centered 
on him.

McNally asserted that ho had 
Iteen sent into the Territory by Lieut. 
Adair and was therefore entitled to take 
up a claim. 
This argum ent is worthless, 
because McNally was in government em­ 
ploy at tho time, and even if ho wishe I to 
resign lie could not well do so all by him­ 
self. 
McNally is a tough citizen and is 
considered

drunk. 
He swears that he will hold the 
claim and Harness is equally positive that 
he will not. 
Tho I spirit of the law has clearly been 
violated by the I*urcell merchants who 
have’pre-empted claims to day.

A W ild Hush to Hoard the Trains — 
Scenes and Incidents En Route. 
A rkansas City. Kan., April 23.—Tilt 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railroad be­ 


gan running sectional trains out of Kansas 
City Sunday night and picking up cars a t 
almost every station along the route. Hun­ 
dreds of people were waiting at every 
depot and the cars were full before the 
border line was reached. They would have 
made a train miles in length. 
A t A rkan­ 
sas City there were over 
seventy-five 
coaches awaiting the rush. 
The crowd 
began to gather on the platform two hours 
before 
daylight.

windows 
were broken out by people who were anx­ 
ious to secure seats. 
A force of railroad 
men were detailed to protect the com­ 
pany’s property. 
The crowd was panic­ 
stricken. 
Aftor waiting so many eventful 
days for the hour of action to come, men 
were seized with a sudden fear that they 
would be left in the lurch, and that fear 
seemed to make them more liko a drove of 
stampeded cattle than anything cise. It was 
a wild West crowd, headed toward a new 
field of enterprise and development, and 
ono who has never seen such a thing in 
action can not have the remotest concep­ 
tion of it. 
It had leaked out during the wakeful 
hours of the night th at tho press special 
coach would bo a p art of tho first train tc 
move out. 
The result was that when the 
newspaper coach was backed up to a point 
below tho depot the entire crowd charged 
upon it. 
The newspapermen were ranged 
in a solid phalanx, but had to fight for ac­ 
cess to the rear platform of the car.

The land office was open on time and a 
crowd nearly a mile long was waiting to 
tile claims.

When ultramarine, which is used 
in 
sugar as a bleaching agent, comes in con­ 
tact with an acid it will give off the odor 
of ancient eggs, owing to the formation of 
sulpherated hydrogen. 
The addition of a 
little tartaric acid to sugar or syrup which 
is suspected will reveal the odor at once. 
The bluish white tint of some sugar is the 
resolt of ultramarine bleaching. 
Do not 
use it. 
, 
A prominent physician, says the Buffalo 
Express, was buying a barrel of onions: 
and being guyed about his purchase said, 
“ I have always boiled onions for dinner 
for the benefit of my children. 
I like 
onions too. 
They are the best medicine I 
know 
of for preventing cobia 
Feed 
onions, raw, boiled, or baked, to the chil­ 
dren three or four times a week, and thoy'll 
grow strong and healthy. 
No worms, no 
scarlatina, no diphtheria, where children 
eat plenty of onions everyday.” 
A London physician is of the opinion 
that a turpentine bath is good for rheuma­ 
tism, gout, 
insomnia, 
laryngitis, and 
bronchitis, and rcommends the following 
method of preparing it: 
Make a saturat­ 
ed solution of six ounces of yellow soap 
and add to it three or four ounces of oil of 
turpentine. 
Shake 
the 
contents well 
before they arc put into the bath, which 
should be filled with warm water. 
The 
result is a pleasant bath from which ex­ 
hales the genial odor of pine, and which 
causes a glow all over the body. 
After 
fifteen minutes’ of immersion tho patient 
should be put to bed. 
The skin of plums is wonderfully strong 
compared with its thickness, and resists 
the action of water and many solvents in 
remarkable manner. 
If not thoroughly 
masticated before taking into the stomach 
this skin is rarely, if ever, dissolved by tho 
gastric juice. 
In some cases pieces of it 
adhere to the coats of the stomach as wet 
palier clings to bodies, causing more or 
less disturbance or inconvenience. 
Raisins 
and dried currants are particularly trouble­ 
some in this way, and if not chopped ap 
before 
cooking should be 
thoroughly 
chewed before swallowing. 
If a dried cur­ 
rant passes into the stomach 
whole it 
never digests at alL 
One of the mast dangerous diseases is 
cancer. 
While it is doubtless constitu­ 
tional, yet the determining causes of its 
appearance in 
any particular point is 
usually some injury, like a blow, or 
the 
persistent application of something that 
keeps 
tho tissues irrated or inflamed. 
Heat is one of the most active causes of 
local irritation, and this is shown by the 
fact that in men the most frequent seat of 
malignant disease is the mouth. 
The hot 
steam of a clay pipe or the smoldering 
pajier of a cigaret 
resting on the lower 
lip, the frequent contact of acrid tobacco 
smoke on tho tongue, the use of strong 
stimulants or fiery condiments—those are 
among some of tho determining causes of 
cancer in the mouth. 
And they are all 
avoidable causes.

Harrison had a badly dis­ 
colored optic for several days and was 
never known thereafter to interfere with 
Territorial amusements. 
A pathetic little incident is related by 
the New York Sun: 
While the friends and 
relatives of Mr. Thomas Reynolds of tho 
Standard theater were assembled Sunday 
afternoon awaiting the beginning of the 
funeral services over his wife his 4-year 
old daughter Maggie tiptoed to tho eofllu 
and bonding over it whLspored; 
“ Mamma, 
dere’s lots of nice people hero. 
Dit up and 
see them.** 
No answer coming to her she 
turned and said to the listeners: 
“ My 
mamma is very sleepy and I know sho's 
sorry not to see you all, but I’ll tell her. ” 
Then wondering that they too made no 
answer, and alarmed by the tears she saw 
on every cheek she ran to her father. 


Several People Killed in the Fast Dur­ 
ing rn Terrific Thunderstorm. 
White Plains, N. Y., April 23.—Word 
had just been received that two men were 
killed and several injured during the storm 
of Saturday night at a place some distance 
from Bedford station. 
A barn was set on 
fire by lightning and several cattle were 
killed. 
Danbury, Conn , April 2 3 —A terrific 
thunder storm visited this section Satur­ 
day night and continued Sunday morning. 
The lightning struck in many places and 
several persons were killed and injured. 
The 
residence at 
Levinda Adams at 
Trinity lake, a few miles below this city, 
was struck while the family were at tho 
supper table. 
The entire family were ren­ 
dered unconscious and thrown about the 
room. 
| Mrs. Adams recovered to find 
herself surrounded by members of the fam­ 
ily, two dead and the rest terribly injured, 
while tho house was in a blaze. 
Noah 
Adams, a relative visiting with 
Mrs. 
Adams, was found terribly burned, and 
wa9 probably instantly killed by the bolt. 
Ho was SO years old, and lived in Redding, 
where he was a prominent citizen. 
A 
daughter of Mrs. Adams was instantly 
killed, and her body horribly mutilated by 
electricity. 
With the aid of neighbors the 
unconscious persons carried from the burn­ 
ing building.

A Dresden manufacturer has produced 
thread from the common nettle so fine that 
sixty miles of it weighs only two and one- 
half pounds. 
Fifteen cubic feet of gas will give as 
much heat as one pound of bituminous coal. 
Ten cubic feet of air are required for tho 
perfect combustion of one cubic foot of 
gas. 
A plan for rendering paper as tough os 
wood or leather has been recently intro­ 
duced on the Continent. 
It consists of 
mixing chloride of zinc with the pulp iu 
the course of manufacture. 
It has been 
found that the greater the degree of con­ 
centration of the zinc solution the greater 
will be the toughness of the paper. 
It can 
be used for making boxes, combs, for roof­ 
ing, aud even for the making of boats. 
Friese Greene, a British photographer, 
has actually produced a picture with only 
tho light issuing from his eye.

A dynamo, with an engine to 
drive it,

mounted

a wagon, 
something like that of a steam lire engine, 
containing boiler, fuel-box and water-tank, 
complete for a night’s service. 
A dozen or 
.0 of jointed poles, a corresponding num­ 
ber of arc lamps and a supply of wire 
complete the equipment, and the whole is 
readily drawn by a pair of horses to the 
place where it may be needed. 
On its ar- 
rrival the poles are set up where required, 
and stayed with wires fastened to stakes 
driven into the ground; the lamps are hung 
to them and properly connected, and the 
engine is set in motion. 
The lamps im­ 
mediately kindle, giving a light nearly as 
bright as day over the whole neighborhood 
os long as it is needed. 
Any number of 
lamps, from one to fifty, may be operated 
from a machine of suitable power, and as 
they may bo suspended anywhere, and are 
not affected by wind or rain, it would seem 
that the apparatus might be very useful to 
contractors and others who have to carry 
on night-work on an extensive scalo.
